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The pamphlet points out that at present there aro many widely dispersed 
groups Sighting alone and rather uselessly for scemingly difforcnt causes 
in behalf of the masses, Upon careful study these causes will ts seen to 
be the sane ones for which the Commnist Party has abways fought, and “or 
which 2b must nov ach as a rallying point ‘The Party mist hart Bo genre 
thening itscelis and by forming new ones, The Politie:1 Commission puts 

a Special emphasis on the industrial cells, since they ara the ones to 
carry the Commmist line te the vorking class. However, all types of cells 
rust become active. 


Another of the Parts’s more pressing problems is the need for raising ths 
political and ideolorical level of rorional and local diractorates, ririch 
could in turn create schools for educating the masses in Commmnist idenlory 
There are a few such schools now, principally in Santiago, but they mint 

bo formed in every province, capital, and important center. The Poiitieal 
Commission 1s deeply concemed over Party vulnerability to imperialist, 
anti-Commmist proparanda, a5 well as to eneny agent penetration. The masses 
must be mide to learn more about their adversaries and about such groups 

as those responsible for the monthly bulletin, EL Commists Chileno, which 
attacks the intcrmational oriontation of the Party. 


4 revemped and revitalized propaganda progran is another major task in 

the Party's newest expansion plans. Lwvory group and every individual 

must concentrate on pronacanda. The campaign should be adapted to local 
conditions but should fail into three general categories. Pirst, tlere 
should be meetings of all kinds, large and small, from clandestine discussion 
groups to publie meetings and demonstrations. The effectiveness of printed 
propaganda will alse be stressed. The third medium, mural propaganda, will 
take advantage of the woll-provad wall~painting, picture-plastering method. 
The Party will take advantage of the casas of all victims of government 
policies. They will be used to illustrate the evils groving out of the 

Law of Defonse of Democracy and government anti-inflation policios, which 

are called mere nretexts to combatting inflation, and which are actually 
neant only to reduce still further the Standard of living of the Chilean peopic.. 


Of primary importance and closely connected with all other Party activitias 
is the proper financing of the Party. Tha Political Commission states in 
the confidential pamphlet that the Party must not he satisfied rith lowering 
expenses to the point where they can be covered by present revenues, but it 
mist make an effort to stimilate financial Support so that all necessary 
activities: may be sarricc on adequately, Party leadership carmot. continue 

to live on starvstion~level salaries y Since even professional revolutdontets 
must have sufficient manns to dress and live adequately, ‘The Party mist; 
wmoxrk Lo atcure xuegilar payment of dues by all. members; to meintain a not ct 
svmpathizers who will give penerous contribtions perlodically; ead to “acdld 
mass collection camaleas, festivals, athletic events, artistic cntortainmnts., 
and raffles so that the man in the street will be contributing to the support 
ef the Party. 


The Party also plans to increase its political activity in the belicf that it 

has underestimated its own electoral potential, in effort is to be made to 
register the masses for voting, with special attention being givcn to recistering 
women voters, Sach militant momber is charged with seeing that his friends 

cnd fanily are registored, and each must fight for the restoration of taose 
names removed fmm the electoral register under the Jaw of Defense of Democracy. 


The Comminist women's organizations must work for stronger provincial and local 
“omen's movements, and nust take full advantage of the materials pre at tneixs 
disposal by the Comite de Unidad Femenina, in order to be most effectivu 

in their fight. 


the Commmist youth group, Juventud Comunista, which has show by its pro- 
peace work that it is capable of comlying with Central Committoe directives, 
must become uore forceful in the recruitment of yomng farmer, worlter, aad 
student proups. It must show its ability to act independently, as well as in 
accordance vith Central Committee directives, and it must be organised so that 
its units may he sirifted as a wrole into ~- ding Pariy myias in an ameryeaey., 


In summing up, tha pamphlet noted that t'. Tarty had been much too Lib 
he bad and worthless eclloments within its renke, This was principally duc 
to a ack of emphasis on Comsissions of Control and Discipline, which in 
many cases do not exist. The Party must cuard itsel? arain 
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
